inask m hood form which covers the head 
and ears entirely;- The hood mav be made 
liom- ojlskm fabric, rubberised fabric or 
the like oa- from sheet rubber. The hood is 
cut Iroin a sheet of flexible fabric rubber 
or tlie like and joined preferably with one 
seam to mjairmize the ri.sk of leakage TJie 
dogs lioous are of cotirse cut diherentlv 
o tlie horses hoods and the particulars of 
the horses hoods ai-e given later The 
particulars of the dogs hoods are as fol- 
joxvs :— AViheu the hood is joined T^ith one 
seam It forms a taijiered like funnel and 
o obtam the sha.pe of the head a zip 
-iU lastener or lacing is used which b fitted 
on tJie top of the hood between the ears 
extending backnvards to the top of tie 
neck .More than one lot of zips or lacino^s 
can be resorted to, where neoessairy to 
d& oMam a good and close fit round the neck 
01 the animal. The zip fasteners are pre- 
ened not. only for quickness in fittino- 
but awkward cwi^es, comers or shape.s 
can be easily negotiated. Gxissets wliich 
nie sewn m must be avoided as much as 
possible owing to risk of leakage, and th- 
zips or lacings are so- arranged that, no 
tk 'V' " ''^^ necessarj' in tJie hoods.

In the horses model the hoods are cut 
to tiie shape of the horses head and ef- 
ficient ullness of material is allowed at GO 
tJie neck opening, the sanne as in the dogs 
^ood, to allow t;he hood to pass over the 
head with ease. This fullness is taken 
up wa h ihe aid of the zip or lacing and 
the iold oyer of the material lies fiat on 
the animals neck. The main zip or lac- 
ing on the horses model is fitted under -the 
neck and extends from between the two 
jawbones backwards to the bottom of the 
neck. When the zip is closed or the 70 
lacings ightentd up the edges at the neck 
fit clo.sely to the animal and additional 
lacings can be fitted to give extra adjust- 
ment whJch can be oj)ened out or tightened 
up as .lesired to obtain a nice close fit round 76 
the utvck. An adjustable elastic or simi- 
lar Ik.,,,! ,s fitted over the edges of the hood
